RIVIAL DIVORCE 
ACTIONS ASSAILED 
IN APPEALS COURT 


Solemnity. of Marriage Contract 
' —— — Reversing De-~ 
cree for John: Barth. 


In —— a divorce deeree ‘awikdedl 
by the Circuit Court, a year ago to John 
Barth against Katie Bath, the Court of 
Appeals Tuesday affirmed the solem- 
nity of the marriage contract and de- 
clared that it should not be ‘dissolved 
for trivial causes. 

“It may appear banal,” the decision 
states, “‘to call attention to the im- 
portance of the marriage contract. To 
be sure, it is a civil’ contract, but it lies 
at the foundation of society and in a 
measure of government itself. 

“When it becomes apparent that, the 
true aims of the union of a man and 
woman can no longer be. achieved by 
continuing the marital. tie, it.can hardly 
be to the interest of society to demand 
that it be preserved by mere force of 
law. “ | 
“But the courts should see that the 
union. is not dissolved on: slight testi- 
mony or for light-and trivial causes. Nor 
is it to be dissolved, however galling the 
bonds have become, if neither of the par- 
ties to 4t comes into court with clean 
Lands.” 

Barth — that his wife. was jeal- 
cus, charged him with associating with 
other women, and once threw a meat ax 
‘through a window in his butcher shop. 
he replied that’ he took a trip. ta Ger- 
‘many without tmforming” her of his in- 
‘tention ‘until the day he departed, and 
that on his return he was In St. Louis 
three days before telling her of his ar- 
rival. 

The Court of Appeals held that while 
Mrs. Barth may have been guilty of 
Lnagging, she was not without provoca~-} 
tion and that Barth was not innocent or 
blameless. The lower court was. in- 
etrpeted to dismiss his divorce petition.

The impending 
marriage will not affect his case before 
the Federal Court, according to Joha- 
son's attorneys. 

Johnson this morning obtained a 
marriage license. He first made his 
application to L. C. Legher, clerk of the 
marriage license office... The Cameron 
girl was not with him and when the 
prize fighter said she would not be 19 
years old unti) February, the clerk, fol- 
lowing a rule of the office of not is- 
suing a licenss unless the girl is pres- 
cat to g@wear to her age, declined to is- 
sue the permit.

St. Charles Coroner Gets Addi- 
tional Facts From De Roy 
Brothers, Who Were in Party. 


Evidence supplied by paper targets and 
the revelation of strange and unex- 
piainable circumstances in connection 
with the fatal shooting of John Hall, 
when -rabbit hunting with four other 
inen, five miles north of St. Charles on 
the afternoon of Thanksgiving day, 
have caused the Coroner and prosecut- 
ing authorities of St Charles to reopen 
the case. Hall was Progressive party 
rominee for Assessor of St. Charles 
County at the recent election. He was 
oe years old. 


In the investigation row under way, 
three “of the men who served on the Cor- 
cner’s jury and returned a verdict that 
Hall was accidentally killed with his 


}own gun will be summoned as impor- 


tant witnesses to aid the State in clear- 
ing the mystery. . 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who went to 
St. Charles to obtain information about 
the tragedy found that sentiment was 
overwhelmingly in favor of setting aside 
the hastily-returned verdict of the Cor- 
ener’s jury. Not only his political 
friends but many who worked against 
him in campaigns are insisting that 
further efforts be made to learn how 
he came to his death. 

Disinterment Is Likely. 

The body was buried at Joneshurz, in 
Warren County, Sunday. The reopening 
of the case may make it necessary to 
disinter it and bring it back to ‘St. 
Charles for a second inquest. 

Four sheets of brown manila paper, 
one punctured and burned and the oth- 
ers peppered with birdshot, are relied 
upon to show that Hall was not shot 
with his own gun. It is contended that 
the weapon which killed him was at 
least 40 feet away.

With Hall when he ‘started on the 
hunting trip were Michael Jost and 
three brothers, Gordon, Charles and Os- 
car De Roy. Gerdon De’ Roy's wife is 
Hall's. sister. 


Hal! was shot on the Peyton farm 
early in the afternoon, in an open field 
of wheat stubble. Dr. Roy Belding, who 
Was sworn in ag coroner of St. Charles 
only three days before the shooting, was 
summoned to the farm by telephone and 
this was his first inquest. 

The Coroner found Hall’s body lying 
in the field about 150 yards from the 
Peyton farmhouse. Hall had fallen 
face downward. When the body was 
turned over it was found that the chest 
was riddled with bird shot. It wag not 
noted at the time, but subsequent in- 
vestigation showed that the clothing 
was not powder-burned. The shotgun 
with one barrel empty and the other 
containing an exploded shell, was round 
four feet from the body. 

Coroner Belding lost little time in hold- 
ing the inquest.. Gordon and Ogcar De 
Roy ahd Michael Jost were sworn in as 
members of the jury. The other three 
surymen were farmers in the neighbor- 
hood. 

Only One Witness Heard. 

Charles De: Roy was the only witness 
oxamined. 

He testified that at the time of the 
shooting he and his brother, Oscar, and 
Hal] were the only persons in the field. 
‘Gordon De Roy and Michael Jost had 
gone to the Peyton farmhouse to get 3 
drink and were drawing water at a 
well in the farm yard.

backs turned when the fatal shot was 
fired. Charles was to Hall’s left and 
about 40 yards in advance of him. Os- 
car was to Hall's ‘right and about 9 
yards ahead of Hall. The men at the 
well were about 60 yards in front of 
Oscar. 

There was nothing to obstruct a view 
of the field from the Peyton farm- 
house, but so far as can be learned, no 
one there saw the tragedy in the field. 

Charles de Roy’s statement was brief. 
He heard a shot behind him. He heard 
Hall cry: “Oh, Charley, I'm shot.” He 
turned and saw Hall running toward 
him in a crouching position. After run- 
ning about 4 feet, Hall fell forward 
Charles de Roy and Oscar 
de Roy ran to him. When they reached 
him he was dead. 

Jury’s Verdict Speedy. 

They ran toward the Peyton Seite 
house and met Gordon de Roy and 
Michael Jost, who had started toward 
the field when they heard the shot. 
No one else was in sight. Charles 4e 
Roy and his brother, Oscar, notified 
the Peytons, who telephoned for the 
Coroner.

The jury in the first trial failed to 
reach a verdict, after being out for 
several days. 
Sneed is under indictment for the 





murder of Al G, Boyce Jr. last Septem- , 
ber, and will be taken to Vernon * 


trial in February. 

Friends of both. the Sneeds and the 
Boyces filled. the courtroom. when the 
verdict was returried. Sneed wag em- 
braced by his children and his friends, 
many of. whom, despite the warning 
of court officers, cheered and threw 
their hats into the air. 

wneed claimed self-defense, and also 

@ conspiracy on the part of the Boyces 
nf rob him of his wife. 

The families -involved in the two 
tragedies are wealthy and have promi- 
nent parts fn the upbuilding of Texas. 
After the elopement, Sneed spent $20,000 
in a chase across the continent to find 
his wife. 

Walter Scott and W. P. McLean Jr., 
defense lawyers, were fined for throwing 
their hats over the chandeliers in the 
courtroom. 

Sneed emitted a cowboy yell, but the 
Court refused to censure him or to 
fine him. 

Mrs. Sneed awaited the verdict in a 
downtown hotel. Sneed telephoned the 
news to her. , | 

Jadge Swayne, speaking of the ver- 
dict, said: 

“— don’t see how they could have ; 
found it. under my instructions.” .

The tragedy which led to the Sneed 
crial ‘just ended caused a panic. Sneed 
felt anger at the dismissal that day of 
the indictments charging abduction 
aghinst the younger Boyce.. . 

Boyee, who was 70 years old, was. sit- 
ting in the lobby of the hotel when 
Bneed waiked in. Boyce was unarmed. 

| Sneed ‘walked up to ‘the elder.man. 
The old man turned and looked at 
Sneed and then asked him, bystanders 
said: 

“Well, what are you going to do about 
it?’ 

Sneed muttered something in reply 
and then, drawing his revolver, fired 
two shots quickly. He hesitated an in- 
stant. as the older man fell forward and 
then fired three more shots into Boyce's 
side: 

Boyce was dying when others ta the 
lobby reached’ him. 

Sneed immediately left the hotel, but 
was drrested’ a short time later: as ‘he 
was returning to the scene of the shoot- 
ing. 

Qn his deathbed, Boyce made a state- 
ment declaring that he saw, Sneed once 
before in ths lobby of the hotel, and 
avoided him. 

Mr. and Mrs. Snee® had been recon- 
ciled some days before, and returned to 
Texas after her elopemsnt with The 
younger Boyce.

ing features of President Taft’s fourth 
annual message sent to Congress today. 

The message is the first of a series 
of such communications which he will 
make to Congress in the -early days of 
the session, and deals entirely with the 
foreign relations of the United States. 
Beginning with the usual reference to 
the existing good relations with foreign 
powers, ths President adds that these 
have been strengthened by “a greater 
insistence upon justice to American citi- 
zens, or interests, wherever it may have 
bsen denied, and a stronger emphasis 
of the need of mutuality in commercial 
and other relations,” 


Get Most Favored Nation Treatment. 
For the first time in its history, says 


the President, the State Department has 
obtained substantially the most fa- 
vored nation treatment from all of the 
countries of the world. Therefore, he 
Says that it is only natural that com- 
petitive countries should view with 
some concern the expansion of our com- 
merce. Hence the warning, “If in some 
instances the measures taken by, them 
to meet it are not entirely equitable, a 
remedy should be found.”’ 

To this end the President strongly 
recommends the enactment of: the’ bill 
recommended by Secretary Knox last 
December, permitting the Government, 


instead of imposing the full maximum] 


rates of duty against discriminating 
countries, to apply a graduated acale of 
duties, up to that maximum of % per 
cent. 

“Flat tariffs are out of date,” says 
the President, ‘‘Nations no Jonger ac- 
cord equal tariff treatment tO all other 
nations, “irrespective ot the treatment 
from them re¢eived. * * ® It is very 
necessary that the American Govern- 
ment should be equipped with Weapons 
adapted to modern 
economic conditions.’’ 

State Department Was Archaic. 

The State Department, ‘an archaic 
and inadequate machine,”’ at the begin- 
ning of this administration, the Presit- 
dent says, has become a new organiza- 
tion, with highly specialized bureaus and 
experts dealing) with every phase of 
American trade| and diplomacy. Hold- 
ing that the essence of this reorganized 
service is found in the merit system, 
which President) Cleveland is credited 
with having introduced, President Taft 
makes a strong appeal to Congress to 
make this machine permanent, by giving 
the force of statutory law to the exec- 
utive orders governing admission to and 
promotion in the diplomatic and consu- 
lar services. | 

To show that these appointments are 
already largely nonpartisan, the Presi- 
dent points to the fact that three of 
the present ambassadors are holdovers; 
that of the 10 he appointed, five were 
by promotion from the rank of minister; 
that of the 30 ministers appointed, 11 
were promotions; and that in the con- 
sular service no fewer than 66 per cent 
of the consuls appointed by him were 
from the Southern States. 

Responds to Modern Ideas. 

“The diplomacy of the present admin- 
istration has sought to respond to mod- 
ern ideas of commercial intercourse,”’ 
says President Taft. “This policy has 
been characterized as substituting dol- 
lars for bullets. It is one that appeals 
alike to idealistic humanitarian senti- 
ments, to the dictates of sound policy 
and strategy, and to legitimate commer- 
cial aims.’’ 

The President adds that “because mod- 

ern diplomacy is commercial, there has 
been a disposition in some quarters 
to attribute to it none but materialistic 
aims.’”’ 
) “How strikingly erroneous is such an 
impression may be seen from a study 
of the results by which the diplomacy 
of. the United States can be judged,” 
says “the President. 

He mentions the arbitration treaties 
with France and Great Britain, which 
failed of confirmation in the Senate; the 
successful tripartite mediation of the 
Argentine Republic, Brazil and the 
United States, between Peru and Hcua- 
dor; the intervention between Hiti and 
thé Dominican Republic on the varge 
of war, the suppression of the Nicara- 
guan war, the halting of thternecine 
strife in Honduras, the adjustment of 
the celebrated Tacna-Arica dispute be- 
tween Peru and Chile, and the adjust- 
ment of the Peruvian-Equadorian bound- 
ary issue. 

In consequence of these things, says 
the President, there has been a general 
easing of international tension on the 

west coast of South America. He also 
adds that the diplomacy of the United 
States is active in seeking to 
the remaining ill feeling between this 


}}country and Colombia. | 
Taking up some of the details of the 


year’s diplomatic work, the President 
refers with expressions of pride to Chi- 
na, where “the policy of _ encouraging 
financial inve 
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the reforms to which that country is 

pledged by treaty with the United States

| +t Central America the alm has been 
to help such countries as Nicaragua and 
Honduras to help’ themselves,” says 
President Taft. - 

While they are the immediate bene- 
ficiaries, the profit to the United States 
is two-fold, he adds. The Monroe Doc- 
trine is more vital in the neighborhood 
of the Panama Canal, and such coun- 
tries should be relieved of the jeopardy 
of heavy foreign debts likely to provoke 
international complications. 

The financial rehabilitation of these 
countries by American bankers and the 
protection of their customs houses from 
being the prey of would-be dictators, 
says the President, would remove the 
menace of foreign creditors and revolu- 
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siness way through the 
the great natural resources of Central 
America. —* 

Commending the ‘paccessful results ot 
the application of the new neutralliiy 
laws to Mexico and other troubled 
countries, the President suggests that 
means be found in‘ addition to prevaat 
the professional revolutionists from 
making American ports “foci” for re- 
voluntary intrigue.

(CHURCHMEN WILL 
HELP POLICE STALK 
ViGt IN WEST END 


A. L. Abbott, Vice-President of 
Police Board Wants Women * 
Trapped and Prosecuted. 


SOME PROMISE TO ASSIST 


Plan Outlined at Second. Baptist 
Church Is Both Criticised 
and Commended. 


The challenge of Augustus L. Abbott, 
vice-president of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, Monday night, in his 
speech at the. Second Baptist Church, to 
the. ministers and churchmen of the 
West End at an anti-vice meeting, to 
let themselves be accosted by girls and 
women on the streets and after they 
have thus gained evidence to have them 
arrested, aroused a variety of comment 
among the ministry, laymen and police 
of the city Tuesday. 

“The police cannot stop the social evil 
alone. God fearing men of the com- 
munity must drive these unfortunate 
‘women from the West End if our homes 
are to be protected,”’ said Mr. Abbott jn 
the course of hfs remarks.. 


Committee Is Chosen. 
The. ministry In attendances, at the 


suggestion of Dr. W. C. Bitting, pastor 
of the Second Baptist Church, at ihe 
close of the meeting moved that a com- 
mittee composed of representatives fr>:n 





jeight leading churches of the city be 


appointed to investigate the proposal. 
It was adopted. 

Dr. Bitting, to the great merriment 
of the-gathering, said he hoped the 
committee would give the deacons 
something to do besides “looking pret- 
ty .when they.took up.the collection 
on Sundays.” 

“Of course,” Dr: ‘Bitting said later, 
“I meant that merely as a pleasantrv 
and it was so taken: by everyone.” 

The.Rev. James W.. Lee, pastor of St. 
John’s Methodist Episcopal Church, aft- 
er the meeting, said: *‘Before I would 
voluntéer to go out and discover evi- 
dence as Mr. Abbott requests, I would 
desire ‘to hear the report of our com- 
mittee before granting the necessity of 
such an innovation. I refuse to say 
what I will do if the committee reports 
such a line of action is desirable.’’ 

Minister Questions Plan. 

Dr. Duckworth, pastor »f the Church 
cf the Redeemer, who has been taking 
an active part in the agitatioi against 
vice in the West End, and who was one 
ef the speakers at the mass meeting 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
did not think the ministers could afford 
to volunteer in the cause. 

“If we did what Abbott suggested,” 
said Dr. Duckworth, “‘we would soon 
get ourselves into serious trouble. Sup- 
pose we went out and tried to convict 
women according to the method that he 
suggested, look at the views that would 
be taken of the matter by pefsons who 
saw us on-the street with those women, 
. “Our motives would be misunderstood 
and questioned. Besides, we are as well 
known in the localities in which we have 
our churches as the policeman on the 
beat. I do not think we could do ef- 
fective work as volunteer detectives. 

“However,” continued Dr. Duckworth, 
‘1 think the laymen who were there will 
volunteer for the work and will do it, 
too.“ 

Several days ago Dr. Duckworth 
roundly condemned conditions in the 
West End. He said that vestrymen in 
his church had complained to him that 
they were being trailed by women on 
the street. 

Ministers Disposed to Wait. 

The Rev. Arthur L. Odell, King's 
Highway Presbyterian Church, said: ‘‘I 
did not volunteer at the mesting to fol- 
low out the plan pointed out by Mr. 
Abbott because I am not personally ac- 
quainted with the condtions that are 
said to demand such treatment. I have 
much faith in the committee appointsd 
to investigate and will be governed in 
the main by what it recommends.” 

M. E. Alling, Fountain Park Congre- 
gational emia, said: “Mr. Abbott's 
veritable allenge to the ministry and 
churchmen of the city is so startling 
and noval that I think it demands a 
thorough inspection before I would 
countenance its adoption. Dr. Bitting’s 
flan to have a committee investigate 
fts feasibility and necessity was a splen- 
did one. I will await its report.”’ 

Rabbi G. Lipkind said: “At this time 
I do not desire to stats whether I would 
act in accordance with Mr. Abbott's re- 
guest. I think it deserves considera- 
tion.” 

Challenges Churchmen to Ald. 

At the conclusion of his spirited ad- 
dress, in which ne compared the atti- 
tude of ministers and deacons of the 
toward the police to that of 
spectators at a prize fight, alternately 
cheering and -hissing, but never help- 
ing either of the fighters, Abbott chal- 
lenged the churchmen to co-operate with 
the police in “suppressing vice in the 
West End. 

“It is easy enough,” said Abbett, “to 
shout ‘street walker.’ But it is another 
thing to get evidence. That is work. 
But it is a Christian work that any of 
you can do, 

“A policeman cannot do it, but you 
can. The women of the street know the 
police and will not approach them. But 
they will approach you. Let them do so. 
Pretend to yield. Walk with them on 
the street to the corner, or until you 
meet a policeman and then hand the 
woman over to the policeman. The next

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INAUGURATION IN DECEMBER, | 


From the New York World. 

For many years the postponement of 

the presidential inaugurations from 
March to May has been urged, chiefly 
with reference to the convenience of 
sightseers and the profits of Washing- 
ton hotel keepers and merchants. 
' What is needed in this, as in many 
other matters relating to government, 
is not delay but expedition. The Presi- 
dent and the House of Representatives 
are elected in November. They should 
take office on the first Monday in De- 
cember following. When Senators are 
elected by popular vote, such an ar- 
rangement will present no difficulty. 
The necessary amendments to the Con- 
stitution ought to be easy. We now 
see an old Congress containing many 
defeated members and an executive de- 
partment that has been repudiated by 
the people resuming work as if nothing 
had happened. It is-this lack of rela- 
tion between popular and official action 
which causes much of our political dis- 
content and violence. Defeated con- 
gresses not only obstruct the will of the 
people, but they often become corrupt. 
Many a victory won by public opinion 
has been lost under the conditions.
